That 
suitable for ball dresses and other light 
textures consists of pure sulphate of 
ammonia, 8 kilogrammes; pure 
car- 
bonate of ammonia, 2.5 kilogrammes; 
boric acid, 3 kilogrammes; pure borax, 
2 kilogrammes; starch, 2 kilogrammes, 
or dextrine, or gelatine; water, 100 
kilogrammes. Cloths shottlî be dipped 
in the solution at a temperature of 
about 84 degrees, till they have soaked 
it well up ; then partly dried in the air, 
and afterward dried enough to be 
ironed 
like starched 
cloths. 
The 
quantity of starch, dextrine, or gela- 
tine may be varied according to the 
degree of stiffness it is desired to give 
the goods. 
A c^uart of it will serve for 
fiixteen yards of goods. 
A mixture ap- 
plicable to canvas that 
is already 
painted, 
and to mounted scenery, to 
woodwork, 
furniture, 
curtains, 
bed 
clothes, cradles, doors, 
and windoAvs, 
and which can be mixed with dyes, 
consists 
of sal-ammoniac, 15 kilo- 
grammes; boric acid, 5 kilogrammes; 
glue, 50 kilogrammes; gelatine, 1-5 
kilogramïnes; water, 100 kilogrammes; 
with lime enough to give the proper 
consistency. 
It should be employed 
at a temperature of from 122 degrees to 
140 degrees.

Yesterday afternoon, shortly after five 
o'clock, a man named Charles Mueller 
was rnn over and almost instantly killed 
by some freight cars on the Pittsburg 
track in this city. The accident happened 
n ar the Hanna street railroad crossing 
and Mueller had jumped on the rear end 
of the locomotive tender for the pur- 
pose of securing a ride down to the Bass 
foundry. 
The locomotive was one of 
Pittsburg switch engines that is used 
regularly in the yards here and it was 
attempting to make a running switch 
at the time the acci ent happened. 
As 
it was doing so, Mueller in some way 
lost his hold on the tender, fell to the 
track and the cars following run over 
him, breaking his arms and legs and 
horribly mangling his body. 
He was 
taken from the track by some men, who 
were at the scene at the time, and died a 
few minutes afterward. 
The mutilated 
remains were taken to Peltier's morgue, 
where they now lie. 


The man was a comparative stranger 
in the city. 
He had been working at 
the Bass foundry for several days, but 
bad quit there on Tuesday and at the 
time he met his death was on his way to 
the establishment for the purpose of at- 
tending to some business there, prior to 
leaving for Pittsburg, where he seems 
to have had some friends.

African t^rpes. 
Fillani and Haussa 
women from the neighborhood, Nupe 
and Yon.ba S} e-imens from tiie Isigei 
districts, and others from the tribes ol 
Adamawa and 
the 
lienue reigon. 
Clearly our friend is a man of catholic 
taste in the matter of women. 
Hie 
harem presents ull kinds of face and 
figure from tbe copper colored i illani, 
with slender, lithe figure, well shaped 
face, and positively beautiful eyes, to 
the shapeless form, black skin, ugly 
face and muddy eyes of the lowest ne- 
gro type. 
They are all dressed alike, 
with a lower t-.irkedi or cloth round the 
uaist, hanging to the ankles, a second 
sheet wound around tbe body under 
the armpits, and a third worn in the 
varied modes of a shawl on the head 
and shoulder, 
The hair is gathered 
into a solid ridge of grease ajid hair, 
which extends from the brow to the 
nape of the neck, something after the 
uianner of the crest of a helmet. 
From 
each temple bangs a kind of stiff love- 
locK. 
The ankles are adorned with 
enormously heavy anklets of 
solid 
brass, the bar being little short of an 
inch and a half in tbi'^kness, tbe ends or 
namented with neatly made polygonal 
beads. Nothing better tinisbed could 
be turned out of a European workshop. 
Kotand the wrist are 
placod several 
more brass bracelets, not so expan- 
sively made, but collectively so heavy 
that to ease their arms, tbe wearers are 
frequently to be 
seen with hands 
clasped bejiind the head or hanging 
down their backs. 
Their ornaments 
usually include a string of agate beads 
made in the coimtry. 
The women, un- 
like the men, do not afiect white colors 
the more 
fashionable 
cloths br^ing 
checks of dark blue, a medium tint ol 
the same, white, and Magenta. 
Among 
those who can aiVonl expensive articles 
the latter two colora are prevalent. 


Strangers are not usually admitted 
into the family con^poimd, but it must 
not be sup] osed that the women are 
ntrictly kept insidy and never let out. 
Quite" the reverse. 
In tbe evenings 
they are almost invariably left at lib- 
erty to wander ftuth aud join in any 
dance or m e i T V - n . a k i n g tbero may be 
ai'oot, and I wou»d not like to bo re- 
sponsible for tbo statement that their 
behavior is always of the best on these 
Dccasions. 
During the day, also, if any 
of the women ha<re anything to buy or 
sell at the mark< t. there is no jestric- 
tion to there fioing thither.

nîore wealthy famiiies, however, there 
is always one if not two wives who are 
kejit ill strict S3cl;ision, nnd not unfre- 
nuently ounncbjB are employed to guard 
the morals of the harem. — Jo.-^eph
